from the freighter, as such she proved, to be, stated that there wore 
two fioaen men, women and children aboard, survivors of a ship that had 
gone down* The message requested that these passengers be taken aboard 
the cutter for transportation to the nearest port*. 

The Captain of the cutter replied that the transfer seemed well nigh 
impossible i.r such heavy seas* Volunteers were requested to man a boat* 

Among the first to step forward was a young man of rugged physique who . 

was placed ih charge of the whale boat, being the only qualified seaman 
in that type of boat* 

Twice the trip was rads to the freighter and each time it so feed that 
the small whale boat wo Id be dashed to pieces in the heavy seas* How* 
ever* under the guidance of the seaman in charge and strngth of the-crew 
all were safely transferred* 

A poem was written abo ; t this deed of heroism and pp'nied in t’o Coast 
Guard."monthly magazine..' Thus$ another epic in the colorful history of 
the Coast Guard was recorded*
